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INTERESTING FROM MEXICO.

TRE 0OCUPATION OF BACATECAS IY MIRAMON—IIS
BUBSEQUENT DEFEAT BY BSOOBEDO—LIBRRAL
AND IMPERIAL ACOOUNTS<—GENERALS CASTLE-
AU, POITINRM, AND OTHERS I¥ MAVANA—
THE VERA CRUZ MAIL (STOPPED BY PORFULIO
DIAR, ¥TO,

HAyaxa, Pebruary 20,—The French steam-
thip Nouveau Monde, from Vera Cruz on the
A3th; arrived . at this port on the 18th inst.,
with dates from the Mexican capital to the Sth
ingt. The news is very important; partiou-
larly 8o because Juarez has not been captured,
as was reported from New Orleans.

What gave rise to that rowor was that
@eneral Miramon, at the head of thres thoun-
pand men, made a flying march on. Zaoatecas,
where he fell violently and nnexpectedly on
the Liberals, which compelled Juarez and his
ministers to fly for gafety. But the very next
day General Bscobedo came up with sufficient
forees, gave battle to Miramon in the hacienda
of Ban Jacinto, and after beating the Impe-
rialists, made elght hundred prisoners, taking
the whole of Miramon's artillery and §40,000
in apecie, According o the latest acconnts re-
ecived, Miranion had reached Queretaro with
OII'I"{ tour officers accompunying hilm,

e might have had later dates from the
eity of Mexico, intended for the French
steamoer, but the correspondence was detained
by General Porfirio Disk, who, with part of his
forces, was encamped between Puebla and
Mexico.

There are 750 troops returning home by

the Nouveau Monde; also 80 passengers,
among whom are General Castlenan, General
Poitiers, and two more French genorals,

bekides other superior officers; the ex-Ministers
Fernando Ramirez, Manuel Siliceo, and other
Mexioans, flying from the republic for Earope.
Madame Bazaine did not come in this steamer.

Marshal Bazaine was to return home in a
French man-of-war, diroet from Vern Croz.
He arrived in Puebla on the Gth instant, with
the remaindar af his infantry.

The following is copied from a private lettor
received from a reliable source in Vera Cruz,
giving a faithful recital of the affair of Zacate-

cag, and the news at the moment of the
gtenmer’s sniling :—

Miramon marched on  Zacatecns, where the
Liberals expected every moment the arvival of

the forces of Escobodo and Trevino, The gar
rison made the best defense it conld when Mi-
ramon appeared before the town, and, in faot,
it resisted the attack for twenty-two lours;
but, as the expected forces did not arrive, the
garrison, not being able to prolong the de-
fepse against superior forees, retired in the
most perfect order.  There were no prisoners
taken, nor any kinds of arms captured by Mi-
ramon, a8 Mexican despatches pretend ; nor
did he go in pursnit of Juarez, who had left
three days previously for San Luis. As goon
as Miramon was aware that the Liberal forces
from San Luis were marching towards Zacate-
oad, he deeided to meot them, and, if possible,
to surprise them.

He did so. The action took place in the
hacienda of San Jacinto, hall way between
Zacatecas and San Luis; but as Trevino had
taken the Fresnillo road Mirgmon encounterad
the division of Escobedo, and on giving battle
Trevino appeared in the rear, just af ttv right
time. The result was that Miramon's forces
were completely auniliilated. %he  Liberals
made 1600 prisoners, took 26 canmon, besides
$40,000 which Miramon carried in his chaise.
The Imperialists had 400 killed and wounded,
and it was by a mere miracle that Mirmnon
himself escaped from leing eaptured. He
arrived at Aguas Calientes on the night of the
1st instant, accompanied by only ten officers,

General Marguez is said to have a force in
Mexico city of 10,000 men, of which not mora
than 4000 are armed; they are all forced levies,
and cannot, therefore, inspire much confi-
dence. The force best organized is a corps
which Oronoz took from Puebla—the 1st
Light Infantry ef Puebla, This body arrived
at the eapital on the 6th, and became dis-
affected the day after. Zaumacona took B0O0
men from the garrison of Puebla, and pro-
nounced for the ﬁapublic.

It is reported that as soon as the French
troops leave the city of Mexico the Liberal
forces in the vicinity are determined to attack
the town, with évery probuability of success,

Last ni‘ght's mail brought the news of an-
other important trvinmph gained by the Rapub-
licans; but the partioulars have not yel trans-

‘red. The Buperialist ex-Minister, General

abera, with a brigade of about §00 men, on
their way from Toluca to reinforde Mexico,
were completely cut up by the Liberals, when
they arrived on the Tth instant at the cele-
Lrated pass of Monte de las Cruces, losing more
than 500 men in killed, wounded, and missing.
He found it impossibla to pass, and had to re-
turn to Tolues with very few of his followers,

Twelve hundred men of the French troops
were to leave Vera Cruz in the transport lonns
on the 15th instant. Auother transport was
in sight of the port.

The boperialist General Liceaga, command-
ing Guanajuato, was beaten by the. Liberals
chiefs Rincon, Gallardo, and Autillon, who
immediately repocupied the oity.

Thus far, the gynopsis of the Tdberal ae-
connts, Now, in faimess, let me give your
readers the news from hnperialist sonross.
On comparing notes, some particulars are
conflioting, which the Imperialists muy possi-
bly revise by next steawer,

e whole of the expeditionary force is to
leave Vera Cruz without fail in the course of
tho first two weeks of March next.

Juarez srrived at Zacatocas on the 224 ult.
with & redwoed escort,  His reception on the
part of the inhabitants was not remarkable for
any great show of enthysizsm. On the road
from Durango he met the escort which was
conveying Ortega as prisoner. He refusen to
speak with the latter, and ordored him to be
taken to’ Ban Luis, where Ortega will have
arrived soon after. The money exacted of the
mercantile elagses by the Constitutioral Gov.
ernment of the State amounted to one hundred
thousand dolars.

The last acconnts from San Luis state that a
severs battle was fought in said town, whersin
#hie Liberals are said to-have lost all their ord-
nance; mmounting to sevemty-four pieces of
artillery, besides small arms and ammunition,
which reverse (in the Imperializts’ estimation)
“was by far grenter than that sustained (by
the Liberals) in the action of Zacatecas.

REBEL OUTRAGES IN KENTUCKY.

MEBSAGE OF GOVERNOR BRAMLETTRE TO THE LEGIS-
LATURE ON THE SUIECT.

The following extraots are from the message
of Governor Bramlette, of Kentucky, relative
to the recent outrages in the central counties
upon Union citizens and returned soldiers. It
was pent to the Kentucky Legislature on the
215t instant, and referred to the Judiciary
Committes:—

Exgcrrive Massion, Frasxrort, February
21, —Gentlemen of the Senate and House of
Representatives:—The recent repeated ont-
rages and muarders committad by lawless bands
of mun in some counties, who set themaolves
up as “‘regulators,” and exectite lynch law,"
require that your attention should be directed
to the inefficiency of existing laws to secure
the punishment of theseoriminale. A band
of these lawlesa men, claiming to number over
one hundred, thoroughly = organized, and
pssuming to take the regulation of society
and government into their own hands, ope-
rading in Marion, Boyle, and adjoining coun-
tieg, nnder the orders of *“Judge Lynch,"
have become 20 emboldened by impunity that
they publish their orders of bhanighment and

of  condemnation in  the public jour-
nals, Disohwdience  of  their  lawless
mandates is followed with speedy ven-

geance,  Jails are forced by them, and their
virtims ruthlessly torn from legal custody and
murdered., Those standing on bail who are
obnoxions to their murderons wrath are drag-
ged from their homes and exdeuted. Thoy
vondemn withont a hearing, and execute with-
out a trial.  The cold-blooded atrocity of their
cruelties and murders must <hock every manly
bosom nnd arouse the indignation of ail just
men, Within the last few days, durving the
sereion of the Boyle Circuit Court, these mur-
dorors took from the jail of that county a man,
there confined to answer an indictment, and
limits of the
town, Since that another has been hung in
the neighborhood, who was standing up on
bail. Good citizens, who denonnea their lawless
proceedings are being warned by them to leave
the country, under penalty of their wrath, In
Marion county many outrages have been per-
petrated by them; recently they burned the
dwelling hougea of an aged and exemplary eiti-
zen, because his son had resistod their autho-
rity, and made a snceesaful defense against the
party sent to arrest him. A gallant soldier
was notified in one of their published orders to
leave the conntry—his offense having been an
expressed  determination to stand by and
defend a younger brother agninst the mob that
had ordered him to leave under penalty of
death.

Under existing laws no reward can be offerad
for the apprehension and conviction of these
criminals, except upon ““the petition' of the
Cirenit and Connty Jndge of the connty in
which the corimes were committed. No such
application has been made, As I cannot sup-
poge the judges ganction or connive at this
criminality, the conviction is enforced that the
fear of personal danger restrains them from
applying for rewards. The laws should be so
amended ns to meet this state of the case, and
authorize the offering of rewards in such cases
without awaiting the petition of the judge.
The responsibility of making provigion, by
law, to meet this evil is with you, My duty
to call your attention thereto is now performed,

Tue DiwvrERexce of LoxaiTupe DBrrweex
AMERICA AXD ExarAxDp.—The problem of ascer-
taining the exact difference of longitude be-
tween Amories and England, which has long
engaged the attention of selentific men, has
just been =olved by the officers of the United
Btates Coast Burvey, nnder the personal super-
Jvision of Dr. Gould, of Cambridge. The Atlan-
tio telegraph was employed in recording the
observations. Early in September last Dr.,
Gould and his assistants sailed for Valentia
bay, leaving Mr. Dean in charge at Heart's
Content, A clock-pler and transit-block and
a rade observatory were erected closs to the
telegraph building at Valentia, and after the
preliminary obeervations for time and position,
the astronomers were left to wait there pa-
tiently until ghance should give a night clear
on both sides of the Atlantic, This ocearred
on the 26th of October, and precisely at mid-
night (Greenwich time), the first signals were
exchanged, the two obrervers, on the opposite
gides of the ocean, with the eye at the %ustru-
ment and the observing key, connedted with
the cable, in the hand, being enabiled by tele-
graphic communication to record their obser-
vations at a distance of nearly 2000 miles,
These exchanges went on successfully for five
nights, and the difference of longitude between
the two stations, or, in other words, betwoeen
the extreme points' of the Atlantic cable, was
nscertained to ba 2h, Blm. H6-5s,

MoNDAY, February 11.—The first Reform de-
bate of the session came on, The House was
overflowing in avery part.

The paragraph of the Queen’s specch referring
to the repredentation of the people naving been
read at the table, the Chancellor of the Exche-

uer proceeded to give his promised explana-
tion of the Ministerial views, He appealed to
the House to divest themselves of all party
spirit in dealing with the question of Reform,

The following are the resolutions to be moved
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer in Com-
mittee agr the Whole House, on Monday, Feb-
ruary 25—

‘fhis House naving, in the last sesslon, as-
sented o the second reading of a bill entitled,
“A bill to extend the right of vollng at elec-
tions of members of Parllament in Eogland
and Wales,” s of opinjon:—

1, That the nom of electors for countles
and boroughs ought to be Incrensed,

2. That such {ncrease may best be effectad by
both requcing the value of the qualliying tene-
ment and ppadding ether franchises not de-
pendent on such vulue.

4. That while It is desirable that a more
direct representation should be glven to the
laborlug class, At is contrury to the Constitution
of this realm o give Lo any one elass or Interest
a predominating power over the rest of the
er.mmumtl_v.

4. That the oceupation franchise shall be
based upon the prineiple of ral.luf.

6, That the Erlucl le of plaraliLy of votes, If
adopted, would fuellitate the settlement of the
vorough franchise on an extensive basig,

11, That it shisll be open to every Parliamen-
tary elector, if he think fit, o resord his vote
by means of polling paper, daly signed and
anuthenticatled,

14 That provision be made for diminlshing
the distance which voters have to travel for the
purpose of recording their voles, so that no
Txpl.indl.mru for such purpose shall herpafter be
egnl,

That a humble address be Yraunmd to the
Quéen, praying her to issue n Royal Comimis-
slon to form and submit to the consideration of
Parllament, a scheme for new and enla
boundaries of the existing Parllamentary
boroughs where the populallon extends be-
yond the limits now assigned to snch boronghs;
and to fix, subject to the declsion of Parlla-
ment, the poundaries of such other boroughs as
Parllament may deem ft to be representoed in
this House,
